The  first  part  consists  of  statistics  concerning  births,  deaths 
and  infectious  diseases,  about  which  I  make  no  comment  other  than  to 
point  out  that  the  number  of  births  is  higher  than  at  any  time  since 
1948  and  the  total  population  has  risen  once  again  to  the  peak  it 
achieved  in  1950*  Also  in  this  section  is  a  brief  account  of  work 
for  the  health  of  the  district  carried  out  under  County  Council 
administration. 

The  second  part  of  the  Report  is  presented  by  Mr.  P.  Skirrow, 
your  Public  Health  Inspector,  which  is  prepared  with  close  attention 
to  detail  and  comment,  being  an  account  of  the  work  in  environmental 
health  which  is  of  particular  concern  to  your  Council.  I  wish  to 
thank  Mr.  Skirro w  for  his  report  and  for  his  work  and  co-operation 
during  the  past  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  for 
all  work  concerning  Public  Health  and  to  record  my  thanks  to  your 
Clerk  and  many  members  of  the  Council’s  staff  who  have  been  most 
helpful  during  1961.

POPULATION 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  for  mid-196l  was  4 >650. 


BIRTHS 


There  were  80  live  births  during  1961.  Of  these  42  were  males  and  38 
females o  8 6$  were  born  in  Maternity  Homes  or  Hospitals  compared  with  between 

60  -  70 fo  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  Crude  Birth  Rate  was  17»2  per  1,000  compared  with  1 4 • 4  per  1,000  in 
i960.  When  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  with  other  areas  the  birth  rate 
was  19*3  per  1,000  compared  with  17*4  for  England  and  Wales.

DEATHS 


The  number  of  deaths  during  1961  was  73.  Of  these  36  were  males  and  37 
females.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  15*7  per  1,000  compared  with  17.5  per  1,000 
for  i960.

A  weekly  ante-natal  Clinic  is  hold  following  the  School  Nurse's  session 
each  Tuesday  afternoon.  The  local  Domiciliary  Midwife  attends  for  the  purpose 
of  examination  of  expectant  mothers  who  wish  to  hive  their  babies  at  home. 

The  afternoon  of  the  2nd  Monday  in  each  month  is  devoted  to  immunisation  and  is 
attended  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.  Other  immunisation  sessions  are 
carried  out  as  the  need  arises.

One  full-time  domiciliary  Nurse  attended  72  patients  in  Mottram  and 
Broadbottom  upon  2,372  occasions. 

The  Hollingworth  district  is  served  hy  a  Nurse  whose  duties  also  include 
cases  resident  in  Tintvvistle  (Separate  figures  for  Hollingworth  residents  are 
not  readily  available) , 

Nursing  requisites  are  stored  at  a  private  house  in  Broadbottom  and  at 
the  M.  &  CoW.  Centre  at  Hollingworth.  Requisites  such  as  back-rests,  bed- 
pans  etc.,  are  available  onloan  from  the  stores  by  application  to  either  of 
those  nurses. 

HEALTH  VISITING 

One  Health  Visitor  supervises  the  welfare  of  infants,  young  children, 
expectant  mothers  and  nursing  mothers  by  paying  visits  to  their  homes  and  attend¬ 
ing  at  the  Clinics.  Visits  to  aged  and  infirm  persons  in  need  of  attention 
also  form  part  of  her  duties.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  District  Council 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  third  annual  report,  and  in  doing  so 
would  again  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  support  it  has  given  me  during 
the  year. 


I  would  also  like  to  renew  the  thanks  previously  expressed  to  the  Clerk 
and  Surveyor,  ard  not  least  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr,  W.  Turner, 
for  their  help  and  co-operation. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


The  long  awaited  commencement  of  work  on  the  sewerage  scheme  took  place 
in  June,  the  contractors  being  Messrs.  Henry  James  (Mansfield)  Ltd.,  of 
Mansfield, 

This  scheme,  as  far  as  the  existing  property  in  the  district  is  concerned, 
will  servo  all  except  the  outlying  parts,  and  simultaneously  work  is  being 
carried  out  to  enlarge  the  Broadbottom  Works  to  serve  the  some  2,000  units 
of  housing  to  be  built  in  the  Hattcrsley  district  for  Manchester  Overspill 5 
also  included  is  the  modernisation  and  improvement  of  the  Hollingworth  works. 
The  total  contract  amounted  to  £236,000. 

Policy  decided  by  the  Council  for  the  securing  of  connection  of  properties 
to  the  sewer,  was  for  action  under  Sections  39  and  42  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  as  to  drainage  of  premises,  with  5 0 contribution  (within  the  provisions 
of  Section  47?)  towards  the  cost  of  water-closet  provision  in  lieu  of  pail- 
closet  accommodation,  subject  to  a  maximum  contribution  of  £15?  for 
external  accommodation  and  £18  for  internal  provision,  such  work  to  be 
carried  out  simultaneously  with  the  re-drainage. 

With  all  notices  and  correspondence  as  to  this  work,  details  of  the 
Standard  Grant  Scheme  are  given,  owners  being  urged  to  consider  such  schemes. 

If  ever  circumstances  merited  this  serious  consideration,  the  necessity  for  re¬ 
drainage  and  closet  conversion  newly  arising,  is  the  most  timely.  Since  the 
end  of  the  year  under  review  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has 
again  urged  local  authorities  to  take  whatever  steps  they  can  to  persuade 
owners  to  use  these  grants  aimed  at  jjroviding  older  houses  with  accepted  modern 
■amenities  of  bath,  internal  water  closet,  etc.-  That  the  Minister  has 
intimated  ho  will  bo  willing  to  consider  approaches  from  local  authorities  for 
compulsory  purchase  of  properties  in  certain  circumstances,  where  ov/nors  are 
unwilling  to  carry  out  these  works,  is  an  indication  of  the  importance  attached 
to  such  improvements. 

Therefore,  once  again  I  use  this  report  as  a  medium  for  commonding  this 
procedure  to  owners  of  all  properties,  not  least  for  rented  properties.  With 
the  renewed  emphasis  on  the  need  for  action  in  respect  of  unfit  dwellings, 
owners  who  arc  unwilling  to  maintain  their  property  in  a  good  state  cannot 
expect  freedom  from  some  action  indefinitely . 

One  final  comment  on  these  schemes  is  to  mention  that  whilst  we  are  asked 
by  the  Government  to  use  all  possible  powers  to  persuade  owners  to  carry  out 
the  works,  the  consent  of  occupiers  is  also  required,  and  though  admitting  that 
occupiers  appreciate  their  own  circumstances  best,  it  has  been  disappointing 
to  learn  of  cases  where  owners  wore  willing  to  carry  out  schemes,  but  the 
occupiers  would  not  give  their  necessary  consent.

Since  the  renewed  action  by  the  Council  in  1 959  9  towards  the  conversion 
of  pail-closets,  some  110  properties  formerly  served  by  pail-closets  are  now 
served  by  water-closets.  In  this  figure  are  included  properties  where  this 
concession  was  achieved  by  Standard  or  Improvement  Gr cants. 

HOUSING 

Last  year’s  report  referred  to  the  commencement  of  work  on.  12  flats  in 
Taylor  Street,  Hollingworth,  for  Council  development.  Delay  in  the  completion 
of  these  resulted  in  only  four  being  available  by  the  end  of  1961,  though  the 
remaining  ones  wore  in  a  state  of  near  completion,  and  work  in  the  meantime 
had  commenced  on  the  construction  of  8  Old  Peoples  Bungalows  and  18  two- 
bedroomed  houses.  Special  consideration  was  also  given  during  the  year  to  the 
need  for  the  provision  of  old  folks  accommodation,  especially  in  the  villages 
of  Mottram  and  Broadbottom. 


Only  8  houses  wore  completed  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year  though 
sites  at  Green  Lane,  Hollingworth,  and  Broadbottom  Road  Mottram,  were  in  the 
early  stages  of  house  and  bungalow  development  respectively. 

No  building  or  preparatory  work  on  the  2,000  (approx.)  dwellings 
for  Manchester  Overspill  took  place  during  the  year,  though  work  commenced  on 
the  portion  of  this  project  within  the  adjoining  Hyde  M.B. 

The  improvement  of  the  terraced  houses  Nos.1 1 5 ,1 1 7 ,1 1 9,1 21 ,1 23 ,  Market 
Street,  Hollingworth,  was  completed.  These  houses,  which  were  purchased  by 
the  Council  in  i960,  were  provided  with  bathrooms  and  inside  water-closets , 
and  other  repairs  and  improvements  effected. 

Negotiations  continued  for  the  purchase  of  the  twenty  back-to-back  houses 
Nos. 21  to  6l  Moorficld  Terraco,  Hollingworth,  (with  the  intention  of  conversion 
to  through  houses)  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  agreement  had  been  reached  in 
respect  of  most  of  the  properties,  the  outstanding  ones  being  those  in 
individual  ownership.

Closing  Orders  were  also  made  in  respect  of  Nos.  2,6,8,  Hurst  Clough, 
Broadbottom,  which  were  the  subject  of  representations  during  i960. 

The  Council  also  declared  the  area  including  Nos.  1  to  15  and  23  to  29 
Spring  Street,  Hollingworth,  to  be  a  Clearance  Area  and  passed  the  necessary 
resolution  making  an  Order  in  respect  of  same.  The  hearing  and  decision  on 
this  were  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Purchase  of  tho  site  of  the  houses  Nos.  23  to  33  Church  Prow,  Mot tram, 
which  were  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  was  approved , 

while  demolition  was  completed  on  properties  previously  subject 
to  Orders  as  follows?- 

81  Wedneshough  Green,  Hollingworth 
4,6,8  Thorncliffe  Wood,  Hollingworth 
4,6  Old  Hall  Lane,  Mot tram. 

Only  one  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  received  during 
the  year  and  it  would  seem,  at  least  as  far  as  this  district  is  concerned,  that 
the  provisions  in  this  respect  introduced  in  the  Rent  Act,  1957?  are  serving 
little  purpose. 

The  district  is  fortunate  in  that  the  problem  of  houses  in  multiple 
occupation,  which  has  recently  been  the  subject  of  special  legislation,  does 
not  arise.  There  are  also  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district. 

29  Improvement  or  Standard  Grant  Schemes  were  completed  during  the  year 
of  which  only  3  wore  at  rented  properties. 

The  Council  also  continued  to  make  advances  for  tho  acquisition  .of 
properties  under  the  Housing  Acts,  those  mainly  being  in  respect  of  older 
properties  which  would  not  normally  attract  mortgages  from  Building 
Societies. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Notices,  Nuisances  etc. 


During  the  year  there  was  slight  recurrence  of  nuisance  in  the  Broadbottom 
district  (referred  to  in  tho  1959  Report)  from  the  burning  of  waste  packing 
materials  at  a  poultry  rearing  factory  on  tho  Derbyshire  side  of  tho  boundary.Th 
Chapel-en-le-Frith  R.D. Council,  in  whoso  area  the  promises  wore  situated,  co¬ 
operated  in  taking  stops  to  eliminate  tho  nuisance,  but  tho  whole  matter  was 
finally  resolved  by  the  closing  down  of  the  firm. 


Two  blocks  of  properties,  including  in  all  24  houses,  had  "Solvono" 
treatment  of  tho  water  pipes  arranged  to  improve  the  water  delivery  at  tho 
household  taps,  this  being,  only  possible  with  the  co-operation  of  the  owners.

There  was  no  major  nuisance  from  smell  from  the  River  Ethorow  in  the 
Broadbottom  district  during  the  year,  due  to  the  fact  that  drought  conditions 
hardly  ever  arose.  This  does  not  mean  that  the  condition  of  the  river  within 

the  district  was  by  any  possible  standard  satisfactory.  Progress  during  the 
year  on  sewage  works  serving  tho  Glossop  and  Longdcndale  areas  wore  an  assurance 
that  the  discharge  from  such  works  into  the  river  would  in  tho  near  future 
be  within  acceptable  limits  of  pollution,  but  despite  the  powers  contained 
in  the  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1961,  which  require  existing 
effluents  to  bo  approved  or  otherwise  by  the  Board,  there  is  vs  yet  no  firm 
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indication  that  heavy  pollution  from  industrial  discharge  will  he  adequately 
dealt  with.  Decisions  on  those  pre  1951  discharges  are  still  a  matter  for 
further  decision. 

Thus s  despite  all  the  representations  made  hy  this  Council,  and  the  new 
legislation  which  was  originally  set  in  motion  in  a  private  Member's  Bill 
and  which  one  feels  is  in  accord  with  public  opinion  on  the  subject,  mis¬ 
givings  must  arise  as  to  whether,  especially  as  affecting  local  conditions, 
the  results  are  going  to  bo  effective. 

In  order  to  clear  up  any  doubts  as  to  where  the  responsibility  for  river 
pollution  lies,  I  think  it  should  be  recorded  that  the  powers  and  duties  are 
vested  with  the  local  River  Board  with  final  reference  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  Council's  role  has  been  to  make 
representation  to  these  -authorities,  in  its  efforts  to  improve  local  conditions. 

CLEAR  AIR  ACT. 


Apart  from  the  decision  already  taken  in  i960  to  include  the  proposed 
Manchester  Overspill  Area  within  the  district  in  a  Smoke  Control  Area,  no 
further  action  was  taken  as  to  such  areas  and  no  formal  steps  have  yet  been 
taken  in  respect  of  the  proposed  area. 

The  district  is  not  included  in  the  list  of  "black  areas". 

Ho  formal  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  industrial  chimney  contraventions, 
though  discharges  from  one  firm  wore  the  subject  of  correspondence,  not  in 
respect  of  discharges  beyond  the  statutory  limits,  but  because  of  possible 
nuisance  from  the  position  and  height  of  the  chimney. 

During  the  year  approval  was  given  under  Section  3?  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  19565  for  the  installation  of  oil-fired  burners  at  Messrs.  John  Waltons 
of  Glossop,  Longdondalc  Works,  Hollingwcrth.  These  burners  (fitted  to  the 
4  Economic  Boilers  at  the  works)  wore  of  excellent  design,  the  installation 
being  completed  during;  the  August  holiday  period. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  on  the  preparation  of  Annual  Reports 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  subject  of  water  supply  is  dealt  with 
as  follows  2- 

(1)  The  water  undertakers  within  the  district  are  the  Manchester  Corporation 

Waterworks,  who  have  supplied  details  of  their  sample  reports  and 
of  the  position  generally,  the  supply  being  described  by  the  Chief 
Chemist  as  of  very  satisfactory  quality,  chemically  and  bactcriologically 
throughout  the  year. 

(2)  The  supply  is  derived  from  Hungry  Hole  Spring;  with  admixture  from 

Arnfield  Brook  when  the  spring  is  running  low. 

Ten  samples  of  raw  water  wore  taken  during  the  year,  of  which  7  showed 
counts  of  loss  than  25  b.coli. 

The  water  is  treated  with  soda  ash  to  correct  acidity  (low  p.h.)  and  low 
alkalinity  of  the  raw  water  and  sterilised  by  addition  of  chloros 
prior  to  distribution. 

255  Samples  of  distributed  water  wore  taken  by  the  undertakers  during  year 
of  which  217  (or  85.1^)  were  free  from  coliform  bacilli.  Only  throe  samples 
contained  faecal  coli.  those  being  1,1,  and  2  per  100  m.l.  respectively. 

Of  the  15  samples  submitted  by  the  local  authority  from  the  mains  supply 
14  were  free  from  coliform  bacilli  and  1  had  a  count  of  1  per  100  m.l.s. 

Typical  chemical  analyses  on  both  the  raw  water  and  following  treatment 
detailed  by  the  Chief  Chemist  are  satisfactory. 
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(3)  It  is  reported  that  as  a  result  of  the  treatment  given  at  the  source 

on  all  raw  water,  plumbo -solvency  action  is  guarded  against,  a  typical 
analysis  showing  the  ph.  value  of  the  treated  water  at  6.8  against 
5.3  for  the  raw  water.  No  specific  plumbo -solvency  tests  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

(4)  As  the  sample  results  show  the  mains  supply  was  satisfactory,  any 

results  showing  appreciable  counts  being  attributable  to  disturbed 
main  conditions,  and  in  all  cases  follow  up  samples  invariably  proved 
to  bo  coli-froe. 

(5)  (a)  The  number  of  houses  on  mains  supply  is  1  ,710  (estimated  population 

4046) . 

(b)  There  are  5  houses  on  stand-pipe  supply  (ost.pop.  12). 

There  are  some  140  dwellings  not  on  mains  supply,  and  as  described  in 
last  year's  report  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Department 
continued  to  make  available  a  supply  in  trailer  tanks  to  properties 
in  the  Hattersloy  area  which  on  the  development  of  the  overspill  will , 
it  is  hoped,  come  within  reasonable  distance  for  mains  supply. 

Of  the  4  samples  taken  from  private  Supplies,  two  had  counts  of  nil  and 
one  coliform  bacilli  respectively,  and  one  had  a  count  of  8,  the  other,  which 
was  in  any  case  only  a  secondary  supply,  had  a  count  of  1-7. 

Wherever  practicable  measures  were  undertaken  to  protect  private 
supply  sources. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  arc  no  public  swimming  baths  within  the  District. 
REFUSE  COLLECTION  iND  DISPOSAL 


This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
Collection  by  S.  1  D.  Freighter  was  maintained  weekly  throughout  the  year  in 
most  of  the  district  (outlying  parts  have  a  fortnightly  or  loss  regular 
collection)  despite  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  labour  and  the  need  to 
divert  same  occasionally ,  due  to  various  causes. 

Refuse  continues  to  be  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  the  site  between 
Broadbottom  Road  and  Stockport  Road.  Control  was  unsatisfactory  due  to 
labour  difficulties  and  complaints  wore  received. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Rather  more  expenditure  v/as  involved  in  the  treatment  of  rat  infestation 
but  this  reflected  the  willingness  of  occupiers  to  notify  any  infestation, 
combined  with  the  Council's  policy  of  free  treatment  for  private  dwellings, 
improved  follow  up  attention,  and  a  full  treatment  of  the  sewer  system. 

Work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's  own  employee  who  uses  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  .recommended  systems,  having  attended  a  course 
on  rodent  control. 

234  premises  were  specifically  inspected  in  connection  with  rodent 
control,  78  infestations  wore  dealt  with  involving  313  visits. 

The  whole  of  the  sewerage  system  was  treated  during  the  year,  the  method 
used  being  the  stockinette  type  bags  with  Warfarin  bait.  Though  takes  we re 
not  numerous  this  method  again  proved  its  efficiency. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


During  the  y:ar  further  complaints  were  received  as  to  nuisance  arising 
from  the  only  offensive  trade  premises,  in  the  district,  at  Hyde  Drook  Works, 
where  the  digestion  and  extraction  of  oil  and  fats  from  animal  waste  products 
took  place. 

Conditions  at  those  premises  were  the  subject  of  reports  to  the  Committee 
and  lengthy  negotiations  with  the  proprietors  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the 
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nuisance.  However,  during  the  current  year  (1962)  the  works  have  ceased  to 
operate.

No  legal  action  was  taken 
continued  to  be  made  at  various  premises  for  improvement  in  conditions 5  these  included 
requests  for  improvement  in  such  matters  as  sanitary  accommodation  at  licensed 
promises. 

There  is  no  manufacture  of  ice  cream  in  the  districts  the  twelve  samples 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  year  were  all  classified 
in  Grade  1 . 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1961. 

The  Council  expressed  its  support  of  the  conditions  required  under  the 
above  Act  as  to  limitation  of  the  use  of  loudspeakers  in  vending  vehicles, 
and  accordingly  warning  letters  wore  sent  to  firms  using  "chimes"  or  loud¬ 
speaker  equipment  outside  the  prescribed  limits,  which  allow  such  use  only 
between  12  noon  and  7p«m. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

As  explained  in  last  year's  report  the  issue  and  supervision  of  licences 
for  special  designated  milks  (other  than  for  producer-retailers)  is  now  in 
the  control  of  Food  &  Drugs  authorities,  which  for  this  district  is  the 
Cheshire  County  Council.  Further  liaison  took  place  during  the  year  with 
the  Medical  Officer’s  Department,  to  the  extent  of  visits  with  the  Assistant 
County  Health  Inspector  for  familiarisation  of  the  local  dealers  etc. 

The  re-organisation  and  sampling  arrangements  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer's  staff,  Crime  into  being  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  the 
list  below  summarises  this  information.

The  tests  referred  to  above  are  those  proscribed  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designation)  Regulations,  I960,  being  intended  as  a  measure  of  the  cleanliness 
of  the  milk  production  and  distribution,  and  do  net  relate  to  the  quality  of 
same  in  terms  of  fat  and  non-fat  content. 

One  sample  of  tuberculin-tcstod  milk  was  reported  as  positive  brucella 
abortus. 


Any  follow  up  action  on  unsatisfactory  results  rests  outside  the  scope 
of  this  Authority,  and  the  sampling  service  is  such  that  this  is  excellently 
organised. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  have  boon  no  further  developments  as  to  slaughterhouses  in  the 
District  since  last  year's  report.  The  position  being  that  all  slaughtering 
for  human  consumption  ceased  on  31st  December,  i960,  and  that  all  the  butchers' 
shops  in  the  District  are  now  supplied  from  slaughterhouses  outside  the 
district .
